Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. ll .—W. J. B ry­ 
an’s entry of this city Monday proved 
to be a fitting clim ax of the day’s tri­ 
umphs. 
W hen 
Mr. Bryan emerged 
from the train, in spite of the efforts of 
the large local com m ittee to carry out 
its program , the crowd closed around 
him and it was a free-for-all fight from 
th a t tim e on for every person in the 
B ryan party except Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
and Mr. and Mrs. Bland. W hen they 
entered their carriages the eager throng 
closed around them and seemed to bear 
them along a t its will. 
Through th e various streets traversed 
no available space could be discerned. 
Every foot of ground along the way 
was occupied by enthusiasts. 
W hen 
the Central hotel w as reached a cordon 
of police was stationed at the m ain 
entrance and formed a narrow pas­ 
sageway leading to the staircase. 
No 
one was allowed to tread it except he 
could show unm istakable credentials. 
W hile Mr. and Mrs. Bryan were sup­ 
ping w ith a com m ittee of men and 
women the streets resounded with the 
continuous clam or from the thousands 
of throats. 
The evening m eetings had been an­ 
nounced to occur at 8 o’clock in the 
Grand opera house and th e Avenue 
theater. 
Each hall will seat between 
2,500 and 3,000. Long before the hour 
for opening the doors the entire street 
in front of those structures was packed 
full along the entire block, and after 
the doors had been opened and the 
structures were filled the crowd outside 
had suffered little perceptible dim inu­ 
tion. 
A corps of about IOO policemen 
was on duty a t the various entrances, 
and in the course of the early evening 
there was an incipient riot, in which 
one person was severely beaten, and 
some of the officers had their brass 
buttons torn off. 
W hen Mr. and Mrs. Bryan and mem­ 
bers of their party rode around from 
the hotel both halls were crowded to 
their fullest standing-room capacity, 
and, it is said, half who applied had 
not been adm itted. The crowd lingered 
outside in noisy disappointm ent, sing­ 
ing, cheering 
and burning 
red fire. 
R ain th at carne soon after the speaking 
began dim inished the crowd but little, 
th e street rem aining 
full 
until the 
m eetings closed. 
At the first meeting 
Mr. Bryan was 
introduced 
by 
Mr. 
Jam es Miller, editor of the Pittsburg 
Post. 
At the meeting in the Avenue theater 
Mr. Bryan was introduced to the audi­ 
ence by Joseph Holley, the chairm an 
of the dem ocratic county central com­ 
m ittee, as th e next president of the 
United States. Mr. Bryan was received 
w ith great applause.

CHANCE OF FUSION IN IOW A. 


SPANISH STATESM EN TALK OF 
W AR W ITH US. 


Senor Sagest* Has Forebodings Of 
Such a Calamity—War Minister Is 
About to Draft Troops For Cuba— 
All Other Means Have Failed to 
Provide Enough Soldiers. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. l l .—Four dis­ 
tinct storms visited Michigan during 
the tw enty-four 
hours 
ended 
at 9 
o’clock Monday night, and they carried 
widespread destruction of property and 
a large loss of life in their wake. Each 
one was accompanied by alm ost inces­ 
sant and terrifying flashes of lightning 
and each by a hurricane. 
The fatali­ 
ties were largest at Detroit and Ben­ 
ton Harbor. 
In the Detroit river four people are 
known to have been drowned and there 
are no less than a half dozen missing. 
The yacht Corsair capsied off Belle 
sle and one of the crew was drowned. 
Harbor Master McCrea, whose yacht 
was overturned by the gale, had a n ar­ 
row escape from death. 
A boat con­ 
taining three people was swamped by 
the high waves off W indmill point, and 
only one of them escaped. 
At Benton Harbor four men were 
drowned while attem pting to 
swim 
ashore, and all up along the east 
coast line are reports of casualties on 
the water, and the number of deaths 
will no doubt exceed twenty. The prop- 
eerty damage by the four storms will 
be over $250,000. 
At Ionia the big car shops of the D., 
L. & N. railway were blown down and 
$50,000 damage resulted. 
The freight 
house of the same company was set 
on fire by lightning and burned to the 
ground, while the 
roof 
of the 
big 
Haberstum pi brewery was blown off, 
causing a loss of $5,000. 
The reports from the various small 
towns through the state show great 
losses. 
Miles of telegraph wire and 
poles are flat, barns and farm houses 
have been burned and blown down and 
several people struck by lightning.

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uiMarid, Aug. l l .—Senor Sagasta, the 
well known liberal leader, in an inter­ 
view on the Spanish outlook, said th a t 
he feared, like Senor Canovas, the pre­ 
mier, a conflict with the United States.
